Mayor’s Office, 
Hoboken, N. J., Jan. 1: 1910) 


To the Common Council of the City of Ho- 
boken: 


In compliance with the custom and pro- 
visions of our city charter, I submit for your 
consideration the following suggestions and 
recommendations in reference to the conduct 
of the city business. 

One of the greatest obstacles to efficient 
and economical city government is the diffu- 
sion of power among so many different boards 
and officials. 

Many of our citizens have an idea that the 
Mayor, being the cheif executive officer, is 
vested with the power sufficient to compel 
efficient and economical government. This 
ought to be true, but, unfortunately, it is 
far from the truth. 

The powers of our city government are 


_vested in a large number of boards and 


officials, some of whom are elected by the 
people, and others of whom are appointed for 
long terms which extend beyond the term 
of the Mayor. The result of this system is 
that it is impossible for the general public 
to find out who is responsible for bad gov- 


” 


“ 


ernment, and it is equally impossible for the. 
people, at any one election, to elect a suffi- 
cient number of new officials to bring about 
a change in the method of running the city. 
We will never have an efficient city govern- 
ment until we change our charter so as io 
put the control of the city government in the 
hands of the Mayor, by vesting in him the 
appointment of all officials and making the 
term of all such appointments to expire 
with the administration of the Mayor making 
the appointment. 


This is the plan which makes private 
corporate business so successful, and every- 
where in this country the tendency is now lo 
vest larger powers in the chief executive of 
the city. 

I shall do what I can while I am Mayor 
to procure a change in the law in the dires- 
tion of this reform. 


MUNICIPAL FRANCHISES. 


The granting of franchises and privileges 
to public service and other corporations by 
the Common Council is perhaps the most im- 
portant function of that body. Hitherto the 
practice has grown up for the Committee on 
Streets, actnig with the Street Commissioner, 
to grant privileges or franchises to indi- 
viduals or corporations, for the use 
of the street, and after these grants 
have been availed of and the work 
has been done, if any objection is made, the 


Council is called upon to ratify the action of 


the committee. The practice is indefensible 
and leads inevitably to the granting of valu- 
able privileges for which the city, at least, 
receives no return. 


I recommend that hereafter no corporation 
or individuals be allowed by the Street Com- 
missioner or Street Committee to exercise 
any right or privilege in our streets until 
they have first made application, in writing, 
not to the commissioner or committee, but 
to the Council itself. 

In the granting of franchises by the Council 
itself, a radical departure should be followed 
from the course pursued in the past. Our 
city Officials, in past years, have granted 
away, practically for nothing, rights and 
privileges to run trolley and steam cars, to 
maintain telephone, telegraph and _ electric 
light wires, and to lay gas mains, which, 
with the rapid growth of the city, have be- 
come otf enormous value. These rights and 
privileges have been by these corporations 
made the basis of the issue and sale of hun- 
dreds of thousands of watered securities, to 
pay interest and dividends upon which they 
are to-day exacting excessive charges from 
our people. 


Every privilege that remains yet to be 
given out in the future should be granted 
only after an adequate return to the city has 
peen secured in the grant, and then only for 
a short term of years. Each grant should 
also contain a provision whereby the city 
can terminate the grant at any time, upon 
paying the appraised value of such plant as 


has been constructed in pursuance of the 
grant. 
There is another plaint in reference to 


these franchises which have been granted in 
the past that ought to be brought home to 
our citizens. It is commonly supposed that 
these privileges, which have become so valu- 
able, are forever lost to the city as a means 
of production of revenue. This is true as 
long as the law remains as it is. These 
sources of revenue now escape the burden of 
taxation which other property is compelled 
to bear only because the Legislature at Tren- 
ton refuses to pass laws which would subject 
these franchises to taxation upon the same 
principle as is applied to other property. <A 
very simple law providing for the annual 
assessment of the right to run trolley or 
steam cars, to maintain gas mains, electric 
lighting, telephone and telegraph wires in 
our streets, and requiring the local rate of 
taxation to be paid: upon such assessments 
would result in tthe payment into the 
municipal treasury each year of large sums 
of money and thereby compel the owners of 
these privileges, who are, of all our tax- 
payers, the best able financially to pay taxes 
to bear their just share of the common tax 
burden. 


I shall deem it my duty to use the powers 
and influence of the Mayor’s office to further 
the passage of such legislation at Trenton. 


PAYMENT OF CURRENT EXPENSES BY 
BOND ISSUES. 


I strongly urge upon the Council to 
discontinue the practice which has hitherto 
prevailed of issuing long term bonds to raise 
money to defray deficiencies in the current 
expenses of the different departments of the 
city. This practice is unbusinesslike, and, if 
continued, will eventually destroy the credit 
of the city. Wherever any deficiency prop- 
erly exists the money to meet it should be 
raised upon temporary loan bonds, and the 
amount so raised should be put in the ensu- 
ing tax levy. 


STREET CLEANING DEPARTMENT. 


There is room for an improvement 
in the method of conducting this de- 
partment. The system at present is for 
the financial. officers to draw from time 
to time warrants or orders to the order of 


the Street Commissioner in which is included 
the total amount due the employes of the 
department at such times, leaving the Street 
Commissioner to draw his money and pay as 
he may see fit the individuals in the employ 
of the department. This is an unbusiness- 
like system and is a constant ‘temptation 
to extravagance. As long as this system ex~ 
ists, the city will fail to receive an adequate 
return in service for the payments made. 
The business method to pursue is either that 
an individual check should be drawn by the 
city officials for the wages of each employe 
and to the order of such employe or his 
assigns, or the employes or their assignees 
shall be made to come in person to a desig- 
nated official in the City Hall and there re- 
ceive his money upon giving a receipt 'there- 
for. 
THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 


The law department of this city has been _ 


conducted in a very unsatisfactory manner. 
The Mayor of the city should, from time to 
time, be informed by the law department, in 
written reports, of the status of every case 
in which the city is a part. An office should 
be provided for the law department in the 
City Hall, in which the records of all the 
city cases should be preserved, and the law 
officers should report at the said office at 
stated times daily, amd be there accessible 
for consultation by any of the other city 
officials on city business. : 

I recommend that the Council provide 
such an office and pass an ordinance prescrib- 
ine the duties of the members of the law 
department. 

I recommend that the office of Assistant 
City Attorney be abolished. One law officer 
can easily take care of the city’s business. 
When this office was created the Board of 
Trade and the then City Attorney and now 
Supreme Court Justice Minturn, advised 
against that action on the ground that there 
was no need for the appointment of such 
an officer. 


PUBLIC PARKS. 

A decided improvement ought to be made 
in the management of our public parks. A 
large number of employes are upon the pay 
roll. of the city in this department of the 
city government, and I have never been able 
to so. where the city obtained the equivalenz 
of mouey expended. The parks are indiffer- 
ently kept and in a slovenly manner, and 
many of the employes are not giving aL 
adequate equivalent in service for their sal- 
ary. For days after the recent storm nov 
a single path was clear around or across 
our parks, although a number of men ars 
drawing steady pay in return for supposed 


services. A business system should be intro- 
duced into this department whereby no man 
should be paid except for services actually 
rendered, and the fact of the rendering of 
such services should be attested by affidavits, 


‘both of the person rendering the service 


and of the person appointed to superintend 
the work. 

The park employes should be compelled, 
at the expense of the city, to wear a white 
uniform, while on duty, so as to be easily 
distinguished. This system should also be 
applied to the street cleaning department. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


A practice has grown up in the police 
department in relation to pensioning em- 
ployes, which ought to be discontinued. I 
refer to the practice of allowing members 
of the police force to retire after twenty 
years of service upon half pay, notwith- 
standing they are in the prime of life and 
in good physical condition, and I refer also 
to the further practice of forcing the retire- 
ment of men who would gladly continue to 
serve. This latter practice is frequently re- 
sorted to in order to make new places for 
political favorites. These practices are in 
common violation of the spirit of the pen- 
sion law. It was intended by that law to 
protect a faithful employe of twenty years” 
service against the infirmities of age or dis- 
ease. It was never intended that a .nan 
who had served the prescribed time and who 
is in good physical health and not old shouid 
take advantage of the pension law to retire 
upon half pay and engage in some other 
occupation. 

T know of several instances in this town 
where ex-policemen, in the prime of lite, 
having completed the twenty years’ service, 
have retired, and are to-day receiving half 
pay from the city, while they are earning 
another salary in the service of other 
employers. This is unfair to the city and 
was never contemplated by. the pension law. 
J recommend that no man under sixty years 
be allowed to retire upon pension, provided 
he is physically fit to continue in the service 
of the city. The practice of appointing men 
who are near the age limit for retirement 
should be stopped. All men appointed should 
be not over thirty-five years of age. 

T call attention of the Council to the con- 
duct of the Chief of Police in the release of 
prisoners arrested during the recent primary 
election. : 

At two o’clock in the morning. after pri- 
mary day, one Paul Kelly, a notorious char- 
acter of New York City, appeared at the 
City Hall and procured the release of these 
prisoners upon a hundred dollars’ bail each.

or protest on his part. 


This release was accomplished in the pres- 


ence of the Chief of Police, and, if not with 


his permission, at least without any objection 
This Paul Kelly, the 
subject of a leading magazine article only 
last summer, which published his picture 
and charged that he was one of the men re- 


lied upon by the corrupt: politicians of New . 


York to handle repeaters at elections. His 
presence here at that hour of the morning 
in behalf of men charged with these grave 
offenses, ought to have been sufficient to 
cause the Chief of Police to prevent the re- 
lease of these men except under adequate 
bail. It will not do to say that the Chief did 
not recognize Kelly. It was his business to 
recognize him. At all events, it was his 
business to see that men charged with tnese 
offenses should be held in heavy bail. Of 
course, these men, when so released, prompt- 
ly went to New York and disappeared, as 


anyone familiar with the habits of such char- 
acters would naturally expect them to do. 


Consider the effect upon the discipline of the 
force by this disgraceful proceeding. The 
policemen performed their duty with intelli- 
gence and fidelity in detecting and arresting 
these men. What is the effect upon them 
when they see their efforts to suppress this 
great crime practically nullified by the negli- 
gence or worse of their superior officer? 
Fraud at elections is one of the greatest 
crimes known to the law. It strikes directly 
at the foundation of the republic. It is more 
dangerous than burglary or crimes of vio- 
lence. The escape of these men, whose 
failure to return is confession of their guilt, 
is a disgrace to the department and to the 
Chief of Police. 


SCHOOL BOARD. 


In a general way I am glad to commend 
the administration of the school department. 
We are justly proud of our public school 
system. JI am of the opinion, however, that 
we try-to teach our children too many 
branches of knowledge and too much knowl- 
edge which is useless. Much of this instruc- 
tion is of no practical use in after life. I 
am glad to see the idea is growing that 
more attention should be paid to teaching 
our children the rudiments of trades or occu- 
pations,.so as to enable them to earn a 
living with their hands. Boys and _ girls 
should be fitted in school for some useful 
employment. 

I wish, however, to say a word in refer- 
ence to the action of the School Board in 
employing special counsel for the~ condem- 
nation or acquisition of sites for school 
buildings and the defending of lawsuits. 


=y 


We already have two -law officers, while 
there is mot business enough for one. The 
law officer of the city should do the work 
for the School Board. The only justification 
for employing special counsel by the School 
Board is that they distrust either the effi- 
ciency or the ability of the regular members 
of the law department, and if such justifica- 
tion exists, then the remedy is obviously not 
in the employment of more counsel, but in 
the appointment of members of the law de- 
partment in whom the School Board and all 
other boards would have confidence. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC HEALTH. 


This Board is justly subject to criticism 
for the appointment of an official chemist. 
There is no need for this official and the 
money expended in his salary, in my judg- 
ment, is practically a waste. The only justi- 
fication for the employment of a chemist 
would be the establishment of an adequate 
laboratory, which is not needed for. the 
reason that any analysis or other function 
of such a. laboratory can be obtained from 
the Stevens Institute at small cost, without 
such a laboratory. The employment of a 
chemist is a needles waste of public money. 

The Board of Health could also with ad- 
vantage devote its attention to the sluice 
gates, which are the outlets of our sewers. 
Four of these gates are not opened and the 
flow of the sewers is thus impeded. The 
Board of Health should report to the Council 
from time to time upon this subject, and 
the Council should see that these gates are 
properly opened. 

In connection with the subject of public 
health, I make the following recommenda- 
tions: 

I recommend the extension of the play- 
grounds for the children of the city. Play- 
grounds in other cities are a source of 
healthful enjoyment to multitudes of chil- 
dren who have no other place in which to 
play except the streets. 

I recommend the establishment of a free 
public bath. Public baths are becoming a 
feature of municipal government in the 
thickly settled cities of this country; they 
contribute materially to the health and to 
the enjoyment of such of our citizens as are 
compelled to live in the tenement sections 
of the city. In this connection I suggest 
that in any plan which may be pursued 
for the erection of a public bath, as an 
essential part of it include provision for 
facilities for the washing of clothes by such 
people as may, choose to come to the bath- 
house for that purpose. I am informed that 
abroad in many cities the municipality fur- 


nishes ample and convenient laundry _fa- 
cilities at nominal rates, and that such a 
convenience has proved productive of great 
benefit to the people who are compelled to 
live in the crowded tenement section. Such 
families have no proper conveniences for 
the washing of clothes, and the performance 
of this necesssary function in the family 
is laborious, productive of great discomfort 
and deleterious to the health of the family. 
In the cities abroad where this want has 
been met, the women take the family wash- 
ing to the public laundry and there they 
find all the modern laundry facilities and 
. are enabled to perform this necessary house- 
hold function with a minimum of discomfort 
and exertion, and under perfect sanitwry 
conditions. I am satisfied that nothing the 
city could do would prove of more benefit 
to the health and to the comfort of the 
large number of our people who are’ com- 
pelled to live in the tenement section than 
would be the establishment of such 
laundry facillities in connection with the 
public bath. If the law providing for the 
establishment of public baths is not suffi- 
cient to include a provision for such laundry 
facilities, the Legislature is about to con- 
vene and it will be easily possible to so 
amend the public bath law as to authorize 
the city to include a public laundry in the 
construction of a bath house. 


GAS AND ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


The lighting of the city by gas and elec- 
tricity has become a monopoly, and is con- 
trolled by the Public Service Corporation. 
The service is not satisfactory and the cost 
is too high. There are two remedies avail- 
able. One is competition. Recently some 
reputable and responsible citizens of this 
town made an offer to establish a new 
electric light plant and ro supply the city 
with electric light and power at rates ma- 
terially lower than those charged by the 
Public Service Corporation for the same 
service at present. These men should be 
encouraged in this enterprise. A proper 
franchise, in which the interests of the city 
are carefully safeguarded in respect to the 
duration of the grant, the limitation on the 
power of the company as to the rates to be 
charged, should be granted. The other rem- 
edy is the passage by the Legislature of the 
proper, public utilities law providing for a 
commission which should have power to en- 
force adequate service and to fix the rates 
to be charged therefor. 

Pending the enactment of this law, there 
is another action which can be taken in the 
rourts and which I earnestly recommend. 


The whole question of a new company is 
a part of a very much greater question 
which is coming to the front all over this 
country, namely, the relation which public 
service corporations ought to hold with refer- 
ence to the public. If corporations such as 
water, electric light, trolley and gas com- 
panies that serve the public, and whose 
business is from its very nature a monopoly, 
and to which have been given in the past 
perpetual franchises and privileges in our 
streets, are under no legal obligations as to 
the standard of service or the rates to be 
charged, then our people must permanently 
suffer the exactions of monopoly without any 
redress. It is notorious that these corpora- 
tions have issued many millions of dollars 
of stocks, bonds and other securities far in 
excess either of the money that has ever 
been invested in the construction of the 
plants or in exces of the cost of reproduction 
of such plants at the present time. If these 
corporations are under no legal obligation 
as to service or charges, it stands to reason 
that the managers of them will give the 
poorest and cheapest service that the public 
will stand and exact the highest prices there- 
for which the traffic wil! bear. 

I am advised by counsel that the United 
States Supreme Court in a series of decisions 
has laid down the principles which govern 
public service corporations in dealing with 
the public, and that in e-ffect these principles 
are that the public has an interest in these 
corporations to the extent of having the 
power to compel them to render adequate 
service at reasonable rates. Reasonable 
rates, as defined in these decisions, appear 
to be a reasonable return, say six per cent., 


upon the actual value of the plant devoted _ 


to the public use. This' value would be de- 
termined by evidence as to the cost either as 


-to the original construction or reproduction 


under modern conditions. In arriving at 
this value I am advised that the value of 
the franchises or privilege to do business 
granted by the State and the municipality 
cannct be included. The best way, of course, 


to enforce these principles would be by the 


enactment of a proper public utility | law, 
Pending such a law, I am advised that it is 
possible to enforce this principle by a suit 
in Chancery brought by any citizen or prop- 
erty owner or in the name of the city, to 
compel the Public Service Corporation to 
furnish a better quality of gas and at a 
cheaper rate. It is notorious that the gas 
furnished our citizens seems to be of poorer 
quality every year, and that. notwithstanding 
effective devices in the way of mantles to 
intensify the light, and actual service is 


~ 


more and more unsatisfactory, and the gas 
bills do not decrease even when the rate is 
lower, so I therefore recommend that the 
Council direct the City Attorney to bring a 
test suit in Chancery to compel the gas 
company to furnish a better quality of gas 
and at lower rates. 


POORMASTER. 


The office of Poormaster, in my judgment, 
is very inefficiently conducted. I have seen 
the hall and the stairs of the poormaster’s 
office filled with unfortunate people waiting 
until almost noon for the arrival of the poor- 
master. The system by which this office is 
administered is unbusinesslike and should be 
improved. 

It is the practice for members of the 
Council having charge of this department to 
sign orders in blank and to allow the name 
to be filled in by the poormaster from time 
to time to fit the individual case. This is 
unbusinesslike and is sure to lead to abuse 
and extravagance. The orders should first 
be given out by the poormaster and after- 
wards endorsed by the committee. The 
Council should compel the poormaster to 
obey the provisions of ordinances under 
which the office is established in requiring 
submission to the Council of a report every 
month. As a member of your body I re: 
peatedly tried to” procure the making of 
such a report, but without success. 

The ambulance service of the city can be 
greatly improved. We pay a considerable 
amount of money to physicians for service in 
connections with this department, and we 
should obtain more service for the money 
than we have in the past. When an ambu- 
lance is sent out the city physician should 
be compelled to go with it in readiness to 
render aid to the unfortunate for whom the 
ambulance is sent. This is the practice in 
all other cities and in the ambulance service 
of all well-managed hospitals. 


PUBLIC INVESTIGATION. 


I recommend the appointment of a com- 
mittee by your Council which shall have the 
power to investigate all matters pertaining 
‘to expenditure of money by the city; such 
a committee can go over the books of the 
city and ascertain first that they correctly 
show the disposition of all money which is 
received from taxation and other sources, 
and they can investigate the objects for 
which this money is spent. Where money 
is spent for services, the nature and extent 
of these services can be ascertained, and it 
can be determined whether the city is get- 
ting adequate return for its money in service 
rendered. Where the money is expended for 


supplies the committee can ascertain ~ the 
market price of goods purchased and com- 
pare the same with the prices paid by the 
city. The tendency to charge municipal goy- 
ernments higher than is charged private pur- 
chasers is very pronounced among trades 
people, an dan occasional investigation of 
the prices charged seems to be the only ef- 
fective way to keep these prices within rea- 
sonable bounds. 

In conclusion I beg to say that while I 
was nominated by a political party for office 
as a candidate for Mayor and was elected 
upon a party ticket, I consider that I have 
been elected to administer this office in the 
interest of the whole public and without re- 
spect to partisan considerations. I consider 
my paramount obligation is to the public. I 
shall endeavor to see that the burden of 
taxation is made as light as is possible, and 
that every dollar collected in taxation shall 
be honestly and economically expended. I 
shall endeavor to secure laws whereby the 
Public Service Corporation shall pay their 
just share of taxation on their valuable 
franchises. I shall endeavor to see that a 
part of the money of the city shall be ex- 
pended toward improving the conditions of 
such of our people as are compelled to live 
in tenements in the congested sections of 
the city. It is my idea that those who own 
property and those who own none _ shall equally 
feel that they have a stake in the proper 
conduct of this municipal government. 

In this spirit I enter upon the discharge 
of my duties as Mayor.

Gentlemen—In compliance with your ra- 


quest for my opinion as to the right of the 
former Building Inspector, Frederick Steig- 
leiter, to appropriate to himself the fees 
charged and received by him for the granting 
of building permits, etc., I hereby advise you 
that Mr. Steigleiter is without authority to 
appropriate to himself the moneys in ques- 
tion. 

The law which authorized the appointment 
of an Inspector of Buildings (P. L. 1886, p. 
321; P. L. 1889, p. 21), expressly provides 
that the Council may fix the compensation 
of such officer ‘‘either by fee or fixed salary.”’ 
It is manifest, therefore, that such officer 
cannot have both fees and salary. 


By virtue of the provisions of ‘‘An Ordi- 
nance to provide for the appointment of an 
Inspector of Buildings, to fix his compensa- 
tion, and to define his duties,’’ passed No- 
vember 11, 1896, and approved November 16, 
1896, it is provided by Section 11 thereof 
that the said Inspector of Buildings shall re- 
ceive as his salary ‘‘for all services rendered 
by him as such inspector the sum of $1,000 
per year;’’ and by Section 5 of said ordi- 
nance it is provided ‘‘that said Inspector of 
Buildings shall report to the Board of Com- 
mon Council the amount of money received 
for permits and the number of buildings 
erected monthly.’’ Mr. Steigleiter was ap- 
pointed Building Inspector of the City of 
Hoboken and by virtue of the aforesaid ordi- 
nance. 


Our courts have repeatedly held it to be a 
well-settled rule that a person accepting a 
public office with a fixed salary, is bound to 
perform the duties of such office for the sal- 
ary, and that he cannot legally claim addi- 
tional compensation for the discharge of 
those duties, even though the salary may be 
a very inadequate remuneration for the serv- 
ices. 


I advise you, therefore, that all fees 
charged and received by Mr. Steigleiter in 
his office of Inspector of Buildings for per- 
mits issued by him, undoubtedly belong to 


the City of Hoboken, and should have been 


paid over by him to the City Treasurer, and 
a report thereof made to your Honorable 
Body monthly, as hereinabove mentioned. 


I have carefully considered the proposition 
made by Mr. Steigleiter to your Honorable 
Body of giving an indemnity bond to the 
city to answer for such moneys as might be 
found due and owing tothe city from Mr. 
Steigleiter, and I have concluded that it 
would be inadvisable to accept said bond. 
The amount due and owing to the city from 
Mr. Steigleiter should be ascertained as soon

Hoboken, N. J., Jan. 26th, 1910. 


To the Honorable the Board of Council of 
the City of Hoboken. 


Gentlemen—At this time I wish to call 
the attentoin of the Council to the existence 
of a great public nuisance in the northern 
part of our city. The Public Service Cor- 
poration maintain a certain chimney or 
smokestack from which is discharged large 
volumes of dense smoke, which contains 
large quantities of scot, that is dropped and 
deposited over a large area of the upper 
part of the city. This soft coal nuisance 
renders the homes of our people most un- 
comfortable and depreciates the value of 
their property. The smoke and soot pollutes 
the air to a considerable degree, soils and 
besmirches everything which it comes in 
contact with, necessitates the closing and 
keeping closed cf our windows at times when 
we should have them opened, and is a great 
annoyance to the community. 

I respectfully request the Council to have 
prepared and to pass an ordinance which 
shall cover this subject matter, and provide 
for a punishment upon conviction. An ordi- 
nance could be prepared on the lines of the 
ordinance passed by the city of Atlantic 
City, which was tested and upheld as valid 
by our Supreme Court.

Honor Mayor Gonzales, was presented, read 
and referrred to the Committee on Finance 
and Salaries in conjunction with the Cor- 
poration Attorney: 

To the Council: 

Gentlemen—Since the election of the Ex- 
cise Board of the City of Hoboken, it has 
appointed an Inspector of Licenses to report 
to such board for the City of Hoboken, and 
it appears to me that the fact of such ap- 
pcintment, together with the police, is suffi- 
cient supervision of the saloons and licensed 
places in the City of Hoboken. 
We have upon our pay roll, one Alexander 
Robb, who was apppointed a License In- 
spector by the Mayor and Council, and who 
has acted as such inspector of licenses in 
the past. Now, as I have stated, the li- 
censes are well covered by the appointments 
of the Excise Board and the police, and 
therefore the office of Alexander Robb as 
License Inspector is uncalled for and un- 
necessary. 1 therefcre advise this office be 
declared vacant, or the removal of said offi- 
cial, as you may deem advisable. 

I also recommend that the Council com- 
pel the heads of the difrerent officials of the 
several departments of the City to make re- 


perts as required by the laws and ordinances ; 


governing our city. F 

I also recommend that all departments 
collecting fees and giving receipts that they 
give receipts for such fees as collected; that 
such receipts be countersigned by the Comp- 
troller, and unles a receipt for moneys re- 
ceived by any department is countersigned 
by the Comptroller, it shall not be recog- 
nized as a proper receipt.

Honor Mayor Gonzales ,was presented, read 
and referred to the Committee of the 
Whole: 

Hoboken, N..J.,: Jan. 26th, 1910. 
To the Honorable the Board. of Council of 
the City of Hoboken. 

Gentlemen—I do herewith submit for the 

consideration of the Board of Council the 
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‘ report. from the Clerk of the Commissioners 


of Assessment of Taxes, from which it ap- 
pears that during the years 1902 to 1909 in- 
clusive, there. were erected in the City of 
Hoboken at least 477 new buildings and there 
were made at least 118 alterations to build- 
ings, the total constructions making 595. 

I do also submit a list of the permits is- 
sued by the former Inspector of Buildings, 
Frederick Steigleiter, from December 8th, 
1202, to January Ist, 1910, as compiled from 
the police blotters. These various permits 
by him issued approximate 1,357. 

I would suggest that your body meet in 
conjunction with the law department of the 
city and myself to determine what legal 
steps should be taken in behalf of the City 
for the recovery of the fees collected by the 
former Inspector of Buildings, which he fail- 
ed to turn over to the City.

The following report of the Building In- 
spector was presented, read and referred to 
the Committee of the Whole: 


Hoboken, January 26th, 1910. 


Honorable Mayor and Council. 

Gentlemen—I respectfully suggest that the 
present building code be revised by your 
Honorable Body. 

The present’ building code contains no pro- 
vision regulating the erection of modern 
fireproof buildings. 

There is no section or sections reguluting 
the erection or alteration of buildings which 
come under the Tenement House Act. 

The above are but a few of the many ad- 
ditions it will be necessary to make to the 
code in order to bring it up to date. 

The ordinances embraced in the present 
code fixing the amount to be charged as fees 
for permits issued by the Inspector of Build- 
ings are conflicting. 

Acting on the advice of His Honor Mayor 
Gonzales, I have accepted Secticn 288 of the 
Revised Ordinances of the City of Hoboken, 
as the governing section. 

Section 288. ‘‘That before any person or 
persons shall erect, move, raise or commence 
to erect, move or raise any building | or 
buildings, the person or persons intending 
or desiring to erect, move or raise any 
building cr buildings shall first apply for 
and obtain from the said Inspector of Build- 
ings a permit in writing, and shall pay for 
such permit the sum of ten. dollars, and any 
failure to comply with the requirement shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars.”’ 


The charge of ten dollars: for a permit to 
make small repairs, causes citizens paying 
this amount to protest that this charge is 
unfair. 

As I have no alternative in the matter, I 
have referred them to your Honorable Body 
for redress. 

As this matter requires immediate  at- 
tention, I most respectfully urge that your 
Honorable Body appoint a committee to act 
in conjunction with the Corporation At- 
torney, myself and any cther person or per- 
sons your Honorable Body may deem neces- 
sary, to revise the present building code.

Report of Building Inspector Cummings on 
the collection of building permit fees for the 
month of January, 1910, was presented, read 
and ordered on file. 

The following communication was. pre- 
sented, read and referred to the Committee 
of the Whole: 

Office of Corporation Attorney. 
January 25, 1910. 
To the Honorable The Mayor and Council c 
the City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen—On November 24, 1909, I com- 
municated with your Honorable body, in- 
forming you of the result of the appeal of 
Morris & Essex Railroad Company, Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Railroad Company, 
Lessee, and Hoboken Ferry Company, from 
the assessments made by the Board of As- 
sessors of this city for the year 1908, on 
plot A, Known as the lower ferry property, 
and therein set out at length the opinion as 
rendered by the State Board of Equalization 
of Taxes, and requested your honorable body 
to permit me to carry said matter to the 
Supreme Court for review, and my said re- 
quest was granted by you. Since said time, 
I procured from the Supieme Court a writ of 
certiorari to review the aforesaid determina- 
tion of the State Board of Equalization of 
Taxes, and I have recenly obtained from the 
Supreme Court a rule for leave to take 
depositions to be used in the argument of 
said matter at the February term of said 
court. It is my desire that new, and, what 
I consider to be material testimony, be taken 
under the leave granted by the aforesait 
rule. .The testimony which I desire to take 
is that of expert witnesses, to whom I hope 
to be able to show that the determination of 
the State Board of Equalization of Taxes 
was and is erroneous. If I succeed in revers- 
ing the determination of the aforesaid State 
Board, it will mean the payment to the City 
of Hoboken by the Ferry Company and the 
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Railroad Company of a considerable -.sum of 
money in excess of that which would other- 
wise be paid for taxes by said companies, 
and will serve as a standard of valuation 
for future assessments on said property by 
our local assessors. I shall require the testi- 
mony of experts on pile driving, engineeciing, 
construction and the like. I respectfully re- 
quest, therefore, that your honorable body 
appropriate, or request the Tax Commis- 
sioners to appropiiate, the sum of $2,000 for 
the aforesaid purpose, and with which t» 
defray the cost and expense incident to the 
printing of the case for presentation to the 
court and the printing of briefs. I do not 
mean to say that the sum of $2,000 shali be 
needed for such purpose, but I believe it 
would be advisable to appropriate such sum, 
so tha so much tiereof as may be necessary 
will be at hand for the required purposes. 
Unless ihis appropriation is made, I wiil 
not be able to employ the necessary experts 
in the aforesaid matter, as I find it most difii- 
cult to induce persons to represent the Cily 
of Hoboken in matters of this kind without 
an appropriation being at hand for the pay- 
ment of the services rendered. In the ab- 
sence of the additional testimony of the 
aforesaid experts, I shall be.obliged to sub- 
mit the matter to the Supreme Court for 
review on the case as presented to the Stale 
Board of Equalization of Taxes.

To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken. 

Gentlemen—In compliance with your reso- 
lution of January 26th, 1910, I have  pre- 
pared a proposed amendment to the law of 
1884, relating to free public libraries, so as 
to provide for the annual appropriation of 


a sum equal to one-fourth of a mill on every 
‘dollar of assessable property returned by the 


Assessors of this City for the purpose of 
taxation, which sum, when so appropriated, 
shall be used for no other purpose than that 
of a free public library. The law at the 
present time requires an annual appropria- 
tion of a sum equal to one-third of a mill 
on every dollar of assessable property re- 
turned by the Assessors for the purpose of 
taxation ,to be used for free public library 
purposes, and such amount seems to be more 


than is now actually required for the sup- 
port and maintenance of the aforesaid insti- 
tution. 

I have prepared also a proposed amend- 
ment to the free public library act of May 
13th, 1907, so as to provide for an annual 
appropriation of such sum which in the judg- 
ment of your honorable body is sufficient 
for the purpose of properly mproving, in- 


creasing, maintaining and conducting the 
Free Public Library. The latter amend- 
ment in my opinion would be the more 


preferable to have enacted by the Legislature, 
and would obviate the accumulation of an 
unnecessary surplus fund for the Library 
Trustees. 

I have forwarded a draft of each of the 
aforesaid amendments to Hon. James F. 
Fielder, Senator from Hudson County, and 
a copy thereof also to Assemblyman Cor- 
nelius Ford and William C. Kackenmester. 

I annex hereto a copy of the aforesaid 
amendments. I have prepared also an act to 
provide that whenever in any city of this 
State in which there has been established 
or shall hereafter be established a free public 
library or libraries, under prover legislative 
authority, the Common Council, or other 
governing body having control offethe 
finances of such city, has annually appro- 
priated and received by tax in the same 
manner as other city taxes are assessed, 
levied and collected, and paid over to the 
trustees or other governing body having 
charge of said library, a sum which in the 
judgment of such Common Council or other 
governing body of such city is sufficient for 
the purpose of properly improving, increas- 
ing, maintaining and conducting such free 
public library or libraries, or such sum as 
may be prescribed by law therefor, and at 
the close of the fiscal year of such library 
an unexpended sum or balance remains of 
such moneys appropriated and paid, such 
unexpended sum or balance shall be required 
to be paid over or refunded by the Trustees 
of such library to the Common Council or 
other governing body of such city. 

I have forwarded a draft of this bill also 
to our aforesaid representatives in the Legis- 
lature. I annex hereto a copy of the afore- 
said bill.

Gentlemen—In compliance with your reso- 
lution of January 26th, 1910, requesting me 
to inform your honorable body which, if any, 
of the departments in this city are neglect- 
ing to observe the laws or ordinances govern- 
ing this city, by failure in having receipts 
of moneys paid to them countersigned by the 
City Comptroller, I hereby advise you that I 
have taken the matter up with the Comp- 
troller with a view of ascertaining which, if 
any, of the city departments is neglecting to 
observe the laws and ordinances governing 
this city by failure to have receipts of 
moneys paid to them countersigned by the 
Comptroller, and the Comptroller informed 
me that all of the city departments are now 
reporting to him the amount of moneys paid 
to them respectively, and that he counter- 
signs all receipts issued therefor. I inquired 
of him particularly as to the Collector of 
Revenue, Water Registrar, City Clerk, Street 
Commissioner, Building Inspector, City 
Treasurer and Health Board. 

I called the attention of the Comptroller to 
the provisions of Section 64 of the School 
Law (P. L. 1908, page 125), which requires 
him to examine and audit all warrants and 
itemized statements of the claims or de- 
mands drawn on the custodian of the school 
moneys, with a view of ascertaining whether 
such claims are proper, and if he shall find 
them to be correct to countersign said war- 
rants and forward them to the City Treas- 
urer for payment. I was informed by the 
Comntroller that said law has not up to this 
time been complied with, and that the Secre- 
tary .of the Board of Education has not, as 
required by law, forwarded to the Comp- 
troller for examination and audit any war- 
rant drawn on the City Treasurer for the 
payment of claims against the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

I respectfully suggest that your honorable 
body inquire as to and consider the advisa- 
bility of providing for an assistant or deputy 
to the Comptroller. The many and _ ever- 
increasing duties and responsibilities which 
devolve upon the Comptroller, by virtue of 
the laws and ordinances relatin gto his 
office, are such, in my opinion, that the 
Comptroller alone cannot faithfully and effi- 
ciently comply with.

To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen-—I am in receipt of a copy of a 
resolutoin adopted by your honorable body, 
January 26th, 1910, wherein you request my 
opinion as to the number of publications 
required by law for the official printing of 
ordinances, resolutions, notices and matters 
appertaining to the ~roceedings of your hon- 
orable body, in order that you may be ad- 
vised as to the smallest number of publica- 
tions required for the aforesaid matters. 


Section 34 of the charter of the City of 
Hoboken provides that all ordinances passed 
by your honorable body shall be published 
for the space of twenty days in at least one 
newspaper published or circulated in said 
city before such ordinance shall go into ef- 
fect. This does not mean, however, that 
such ordinance shall be published twenty 
times. 


Ordinances passed by your hoonrable body 
go into effect twenty days after the first 
publication thereof. Our Supreme Court,, in 
the case of Mayor and Council of the City of 
Hoboken vs. George J. Gear, 3 Dutcher, page 
265, has so declared. In the above-metr- 
tioned case the court held that the aforesaid 
charter provision of the City of Hoboken re- 
quiring the publication of an ordinance fcr 
the space of twenty days before it shall go 
into effect, is satisfied by one insertion, and 
need not be published in successive num- 
bers of the paper. 

An ordinance of the City of Hoboken, en- 
titled ‘‘An ordinance to provide for the print- 
ing of ordinances and other legal notices 
required by law to be printed and published,”’ 
approved October eighteenth, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-seven, provides. 
“That hereafter, unless otherwise prescribed 
by the law, the City Clerk shall publish 
when ordered so to do, either by resolution 
of the Council or otherwise, unless expressly 
prohibited from so doing by legislative enact- 
ment, all ordinances and public notices of 
every kind, in the newspaper: or newspapers 
required by law to print such matters, for 
the period of ten days successively (Sundays 
excepted) from the time that the ordinances 
or resolutions are passed over the Mayor's 
veto.’? (See Book of Ordinances, page 163.) 

The aforesaid ordinance, in view of the 
aforesaid decision of the Supreme Court, not 
only imposes upon the City an unnecessary 
expense, but is manifestly illegal, and I ad- 
vise that the same be repealed forthwith. 
I have prepared an ordinance to repeal the 
aforesaid ordinance and submit the same to 
you herewtih for your consideration. 

As a result of my examination of the 
numerous laws relating to the publication of 
ordinances in cities of the second class (Ho- 
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boken ‘is within such class), and-the decisions 
of our courts applicable thereto, I advise 
you that ordinances passed by your honori- 
ble body should, in order to comply with all 
legal requirements as to the publication 
thereof, be published twice within twenty 
days after approval in an official news- 
paper, to be designated therefor by your 
honorable body. The lawyers who have 
passed from time to time within the last 
few years upon the legality of our city bond 
issues, have required, for greater certainly, 
that ordinances relating to bond issues be 
published twice in. such newspaper as may 
have been designated therefor. 

There is no general legal requirement for 
the publication in a newspaper of ‘‘resolu- 
tions, notices and matters appertaining to 
the proceedings of the Mayor and Council,”’’ 
which you mention in your aforesaid resolu- 
tion of inquiry. It is provided, however, by 
some laws, such as the Franchise Law of 
1906 (P. L. 1806, p. 50), and the Excise Law 
of 1909 (P. L. 1909, p. 98), that public no- 
tices, ordinances and the like therein re-

Tc the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen—In compliance with your re- 
quest for my opinion as to the legality of 
an ordinance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to pro- 
vide for the appointment of a license in- 
spector and defined the duties of said officer,’’ 
approved April 28, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-nine (book C of ordinances, 
p. 263), and as to the legality of the ap- 
pointment of Alexander Robb as License In- 
spector thereunder, I hereby advise you that, 
pursuant to the provisions of the charter of 
the city of Hoboken, your Honorable Body 
is empowered to appoint such subordinate 
and other officers and agents of the city, as 
you may think necessary for the better or- 
dering and governing of the city, and to 
define and prescribe their powers and du- 


ties. The office of License Inspector, which 
has been created by the aforesaid ordinance, 
is a subordinate one; whether the creation 
of such an office was necessary for the bet- 
ter ordering and government of the city is a 
question which the Legislature left to be 
determined by the Mayor and Council of the 
city of Hoboken, and said body, by the 
passage of the aforesaid ordinance, has de- 
clared that, in its opinion, it was necessary. 
Consequently, the passage of the aforesaid 
ordinance, and the appointment of Alexander 
Robb as License Inspector thereunder, is 
within legal authority. 

In the absence of statutory authority for 
the appointment of subordinate officers and 
agents for a prescribed term of years, your 
Honorable Body is without legal authority to 
appoint any such officer or agent for a term 
exceeding one year from the date of appoint- 
ment. 

In reply to your inquiry as to whether 
said office of License Inspector may be le- 
gally abolished, I advise you that you may 
legally abolish such office and any other of- 
fice which by ordinance you have created, if 
you deem it advisable so to do. To accom- 
plish such purpose, however, an ordinance 
must be regularly passed and approved, re- 
pealing the ordinance by which such office 


was created.

The following report of the Committee on 
Sewers was presented, read and recommenda- 
tion adopted:

Gentlemen—The Committee 


on Sewers 


- begs to report that we are attending to put- 


ting the gates and outlets in as good a con- 
dition as . circumstances will allow. We 
found that the gates at all the outlets were 
in very bad condition. The gate at Hender- 
son and Ferry streets cannot be opened on 


account of the outlet being blocked some- . 


where in the D., L. & W. yard. 

The gate at Bloomfield street is in the 
same condition as the one at Henderson 
street. These gates should have the outlets 
opened up, and by doing so would relieve the 
lower end of the Ferry street sewer. 

We found the gate at Park avenue is in 
fair condition. This gate is very hard to 
open when the pressure of the water is 
against it. We recommend that this gate 
have another geat attached, so one man can 
work it more easily. 

The gates at Hudson and Ferry streets, 
called ‘‘Twin Gates,’’ are considered to be 
the best outlets we have. These gates were 
found open full and could not be moved up 
or down on account of rust and dirt which 


interfered with the gears and worm 
threads. 
We also wish to state that these gates 


could never have been shut properly. In 
order to be sure, the committee went down 
to the very bottom of the pit to examine 
the gates, and found that they were full of 
bricks and cement. This obstruction we 
claim was carelessness of the contractor 
while placing them in position. We had 
these gates cleaned, and they now close and 
keep out the tide, which we claim they 
never did. We also recommend that these 
gates be geared another two to one, so one 
man can work them. 

The gate at Third street we found was 
also not in use. This gate is open all the 
time. It took four men and a jack screw 
to move it. After spending three days scrap- 
ing off the rust and dirt we finally got the 
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gate closed. After closing the gate we went 
down in the gate pit to examine it and found 
that the frame which the gate slides up and 
down in was set ten inches off the bottom 
of the sewer, leaving an opening for the tide 
to come in or out at will. Whether gate 
was open or shut, it made no difference, it 
was useless. 


We are having this opening filled up with 
sheet iron and concrete, and wish to state 
that this is only a temporary job. We claim 
that this gate should be dug up and the 
frame lowered, so there will be no obstruc- 
tion at the bottom of the sewer. 


This gate we found was operated with a 
tee handle key and impossible for one man 
to turn. We are now having it geared 
properly so one man can work it with ease. 


These gates being out of order and always 
open we claim has been the contention of 
most of the trouble and complaints that have 
come before the several boards and commit- 
tees for the past twelve years. After these 
gates are in condition we trust there will be 
some relief by keeping out the high tides. 

In regard to the opening and closing of 
these gates we recommend that the follow- 
ing changes be made: 

These gates should be opened about an 
hour and a half before low tide and shut 
again one hour and a half after low tide. 
By doing this the gates will be only open 
for three hours each tide, which is only six 
hours per day. And for any emergency 
which may occur when the gates are shut 
for the nine hours, we recommend that a 
ten-inch automatic pump be placed in the 
pit at Hudson and Ferry streets in case of 
heavy rains falling when these gates are 
closed. This pump can be worked by an 
automatic electric motor, which will only 
work when the water in the pit raises to a 
certain height, and will force the water over 
the gates when they are closed with a by- 
pass. 

We also recommend that all the sewers 
which have a fall to the river and need no 
gates should be disconnected from the tide 
sewers and run independent to the river. 
Some of these sewers are connected with the 
tidal sewers at some places we are now try- 
ing to locate. These connections are only 
adding more water to the tidal sewer, which 
should be avoided. 

In making this report the committee hopes 
and trusts that we have not offended anybody 
in making inquiries, etc., while investigating 
this matter. 

We also hope that we will receive the 
hearty support of all our fellow members of 


the Council in assisting us _ to fulfill the 
meaning of this report.

Gentlemen—Your committee, acting under 
a resolution of inquiry into matters regard- 
ing safety and fire protection of the library 
building, and contents, beg leave to submit 
herewith a partial report, covering, so far as 
possible in the limited time elapsed, 


CONDITIONS, CAUSES AND INSURANCE, 


We find that a one-story structure’ has 
been built attached to the northwest corner 
of the main building. 

We are unable to find that the Trustees 
of the library board, who alone are responsi- 
ble for the building, granted permission for 
the erection of the said structure. 


We further have been unable to discover 
that any request for such authorization had 
ever been received by this board. 

The building of the above-mentioned 
structure was therefore without authority 
and entirely unwarranted. 

This act in itself is sufficiently discourte- 
ous (if we use no harsher name), and, cou- 
pled with the fact that the use to which 
this room or structure is put, not only en- 
dangers the building and its contents, but 
the lives of all who use the building; espe- 
cially is this true as regards the children 
attending the various classes of the manual 
training school, and calls for the disapproval 
of your committee for: 

First—Unwarranted assumption of author- 
ity and discourtesy to the board. 

Second—The lack of care for other inter- 
ests involved as evidenced by flimsy and un- 
safe construction. 

Third-—Using the same or any portion of 
the building for any purpose that in any 
way jeopardizes life and renders invalid the 
protection against fire. 


INSURANCE, 


Your committee have had a thorough and 
careful survey made by the fire underwriters, 
with the result that our rate of premium for 
insurance on the contents is advanced from 
92 cents to $1.92 per $100, and that the pro- 
tection we supposedly had, to cover a loss 
from fire and water, was valueless. 

Your committee does not want to impede 
in any way the Industrial Board in its good 
work, yet feel that we would be recreant to 
the trust imposed upon this board did we 
ignore a danger so manifest. It would in- 
deed be sadly deficient in anything amelio- 
rating in event of a loss of life or property 
for us to say ‘‘we didn’t know it.’’ 

Further, your committee, in concluding 
this preliminary report, recommends the re- 
moval of the entire structure without delay, 
with ‘an alternative of making this building, 
its contents, and all lives absolutely safe by 
such alterations, additions and changes as 
will accomplish the purpose, said alterations, 
changes, etc., to be at expense of the Indus- 
trial Board, and subject to the approval of 
this board and the fire underwriters. 

Also that the Industrial Board be charged 
with the excess in premium required to be 
paid for adequate protection over the rate 
now paid by this board.

Gentlemen—At a recent meeting of your 
Honorable Body a resolution was passed re- 
questing the Board of Tax Commissioners to 
appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars 
for the employment of a certified public ac- 
countant to investigate and audit the ac- 
counts of the different departments of the 
city. 

I presume that this money will, in due 
course, be appropriated by the Board of Tax 
Commissioners. 

In view of this situation, I wish to make 
the following suggestions: If in pursuance of 
your resolution this appropriation is expended 
in the hiring of some accountant without 
definite instructions and without a carefully 
considered plan, in my judgment, practically 
no benefit will accrue to the city. The ac- 
countant wil lgo over the books of the differ- 
ent departments from the standpoint of an 
accountant or a bookkeeper, and when he has 
finished we will be presented with a mass of 
material which will have little value to the 
city, except as it may make some suggestions 
of improved methods of bookkeeping. 

If there has been any irregularity or wrong- 
doing in the conduct of the city’s business, I 
very much doubt if it will be found any- 
where upon the books or the records. 

In my judgment, it would be better if a 
committee of the Council was to take upon 
itself the management of a thorough investi- 
gation with authority to hire a lawyer and an 
accountant, and to control the expenditure of 
the siad appropriation. 

I therefore recommend that the Chairman 
of your Board, together with two members of 
the Council to be selected by him, be con- 
stituted a committee to confer with a Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade, to consist of the 
President of said Board:and two members 
thereof: selected by him, to devise a plan of 
investigation and expenditure of the said ap-

Gentlemen—In compliance with your re- 
quest for my opinion as to the right of the 
Public Service Railway , Company to use 
their street railway tracks laid throughout 
the City of Hoboken, for any other purpose 
than running cars thereon for the sole pur- 
pose of carrying passengers, I advise you 
that an act of the Legislature of New Jer- 
sey, entitled ‘“‘An act to authorize traction 
and other companies, owning, leasing or 
operating street railways to carry freight 
and express matter thereon,’’ approved April 
15, 1909, provides that ‘‘it shall be lawful 
for any traction or other company owning, 
leasing or operating any street railroad in 
this State to receive and carry over such 
street railroad, freight and express matter 
for hire and to deliver the same to parties 
entitled thereto; provided, that it shall not 
be lawful to transport freight and express 
matter in any municipality having a popula- 
tion exceeding twelve thousand, between the 
hours of six o’clock a. m. and eleven o’clock 
p. m., except with the consent and upon 
such street as the governing body of such 
municipality may by ordinance prescribe; 
and such municipality may prescribe reason- 
able regulations for the use and operation 
of the cars used in carrying freight and ex- 
press matter upon the streets of the munici- 
pality at all hours. 

The City of Hoboken having a population 
exceeding twelve thousand, it is apparent 
therefore that the Public Service Railway 
Company is without authority to operate its 
street railway cars through this city for any 
purpose other than the carrying of passen- 
gers, except within the provisions of the 
aforesaid act.

The following communication from Cor- 
poration Attorney Fallon was presented, read 
and referred to the Committee on Public 
Grounds and Buildings: 

March 14th, 1910. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken. 

Gentlemen—My opinion has been asked as 
to the rights of the City of Hoboken in and 
to the control of the building known as the 
City Hall, and as to the title of the city in 
and to the lands whereon the said buildnig 
is erected. I am asked: f 

“First—As to the rights which the city 
has obtained in and to the grounds and 
building.’’ 

“Second—Do the deeds conveying what 
rights were vested in the original holders of 
the land entail any part of the premises.”’ 

“Third—If there appears to be a condition 
or an easement or a restriction in the con- 
veyance or release by the original holders to 
the city of the land, what is ‘the restriction, 
easement or entailment.’’ 

“RWourth—If the said easement, restriction 
or entailment is valid according to law and 
binding upon the city.’’ 

From my investigation and examination of 
the title to the premises on which the City 
Hall is erected, I ascertained that on July 
26, 1784, John Stevens acquired from Cor- 
nelius Haring, Agent of Forfeited Estates in 
the County of Bergen, in the State of New 
Jersey, the title to the premises in question 
and other premises. In 1804 the said John 
Stevens caused a survey to be made of a 
portion’ of wsaid) wtraet of pe land yyaandi sea 
map thereof was filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the County of Bergen, N. J., on 
April 8, 1805. . Said map is entitled, ‘“‘A Plan 
of the New City of Hoboken, in the County 
of Bergen, State of New Jersey, Hoboken, 
March, 1804, surveyed by Charles Loss, City 
Surveyor.’ On said map the premises in 
question are marked off and colored as a 
public place and designated “Market 
Square,’’ thereby dedicating the same to the 
public use for market purposes. The fee 
of said premises, however, remained in said 
John Stevens, and passed by divers convey- 
ances (subject to the use of the same by 
the public for market purposes), until it 
finally vested in the Hoboken Land & Im- 
provement Company. John Stevens died in 
the year 18388, and thereupon his heirs 
formed and incorporated the Hoboken Land 
& Improvement Company, and’on May 6, 


1839, conveyed the same premises in ques- 
tion, and other premises, to said company. 
The minutes of the Comon Council of the 
City of Hoboken evidence that at a regular 
meeting of said body held on January 27, 
1880, it was 

“Resolved, That a committee be and they 
are hereby appointed in conjunction with 
the Corporation Attorney to examine the 
deed or deeds relating to Market Square in 
this city, and if not satisfactorily drawn, 
then to confer with the heirs and executors 
of the Stevens Hstate and ascertain what 
terms can be arrived at, to convey said 
Market Square to the city, on condition that 
the city erect a public building thereon. 

“Resolved, That the Senator from Hudson 
County and the Member of Asesmbly from 
the Seventh Assembly District of Hudson 
County be and they are hereby requested 
to use all their iufiluence, and use every en- 
deavor to procure the passage of a suitable 
law authorizing the erection of a City Hall 
upon Market Square in this city.’’ 

Thereafter the Legislature of the State of 
New Jersey, by an act entitled ‘‘An act io 
authorize the erection of City Halls in Cities 
of this State which are not the owners of 
buildings used as such halls,’’ approved 
March 3, 1880 (P. L. 1880, p. 106), authorized 
and empowered the City of Hoboken ‘‘to 
erect a building suitable for use as a City 
Hall, upon any lands owned by such city 
and heretofore donated and dedicated as a 
public square,’’ and in said act it is pro- 
vided that the city ‘‘may cause said build- 
ing to be so erected as to furnish accommo- 
dation for the public officers of said city, 
and such regiment or company of the Na- 
tional Guard of this State as may be organ- 
ized in said city; and said building may be 
so erected as to furnish all apartments neces 
sary for the police regulation of said city.” 


After the passage of the aforesaid act, to 
wit, on March 15, 1880, the Hoboken Land 
& improvement Company conveyed to the 
Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken 
the premises in question, “‘to have and to 
hold the same as such public square so long 
as the same shall be used as a site for a 
City Hall.” 


A few months thereafter the-Mayor and 
Council of the City of Hoboken issued $60,000 
of bonds ‘‘to create a fund for the erection of 
a City Hall in the City of Hoboken,” and said 
building was thereafter erected in such man- 
ner as to be suitable for use as a City Hall, 
Armory and City Prison. 

The Ninth Regiment of the National Quard 
of this State had been organized and made its 
headquarters in the City of Hoboken at this 
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time. Said regiment was thereafter disband- 
ed, and subsequently the Second Regiment of 
the National Guard was organized in the City 
of Hoboken. The Second Regiment was also 
thereafter disbanded. While the aforesaid 
regiments were in existence they were afford- 
ed accommodation for armory, drill-room, 
company rooms and storerooms on the upper 
floor of the City Hall building, not beacuse 
the City of Hoboken was obliged so to do, but 
because the aforesaid act of 1880 permiited 
the city to so erect the building as to furnish 
accommodation for ‘‘such regiment or com- 
pany of the National Guard of this State as 
may be organized in said city.’’ 

I am infgrmed that a military company of 
the Fourth Regiment of the National Guard 
of this State has been making its headquar- 
ters for some years past on the upper floor of 
the City Hall building, and claims a right to 
the exclusive possession and use thereof. Said 
company has no right whatever to the posses- 
sion or use of said premises. The Fourth 
Regiment, National Guard, has its headquar- 
ters and an armory in Jersey City, fitted up 
with drill rooms, company rooms and store 
rooms, and the aforesaid military company 
should resort thereto. 

It may be therefore readily observed, and I 
advise you, that the fee in and to the prem- 
ises in question is now vested in the Mayor 
and Council of the City of Hoboken, con- 
ditioned upon the said premises being used as 
a site for a City Hall; such condition is a 
valid one in law and the title of the city in 
and to said premises is subject thereto. 

Furthermore, your Honorable Body is legal- 
ly entitled to the exclusive possession and use 
of the entire City Hall building.

Gentlemen—I call your attention to Chap- 
ter No. 77, Laws of 1910, entitled ‘‘An Act 
to regulate and increase the powers of po- 


lice courts, recorder’s courts and_ similar 
municipal courts known by any other name 
in cities of the second class having a popu- 
lation of over fifty thousand, and regulating 
the appointment of judges or recorders to 
preside over the same,’’ approved April 1, 
1910, certified copy of which I enclose here- 
with. The said act is applicable to the 
City of Hoboken, and confers upon the re- 
corder jurisdiction for the trial before him 
of all cases of assault, simple assault and 
battery ,malicious mischief, larceny or em- 
bezzlement, where the price or value of the 
article, property or thing taken is under 
twenty dollars; obtaining money or property 
under false pretenses, where the amount or 
value of the article, property or thing al- 
leged to have been obtained is under twenty 
dollars; receiving stolen property, where the 
value of the article, property or thing al- 
leged to have been received is under twenty 
dollars; and also other criminal offenses, the 
penalty for which does not exceed a fine of 
one hundred dollars, or imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding six months, where any of 
the specified crimes are committed within 
the corporate limits of the city; provided, 
the person or persons charged with any such 
offense shall, in writing, waive indictment 
and trial by jury. The said act confers 
upon the recorder the power to appoint a 
clerk who shall hold office during the term 
of the recorder making such appointment. 
Said clerk is required to subscribe to an 
oath to properly discharge the duties of his 
office as required by said act, which oath 
shall be filed with the City Clerk, and he is 
also required to enter into bond to the city 
in the sum of two thousand dollars, with at 
least two sufficient sureties, to be approved 
by the Common Council. Said act further 
provides that the recorder’s clerk shall re- 
ceive an annual salary not exceedingly 
twelve hundred dollars, to be paid in the 
same manner as the salary of the recorder 
is paid. The aforesaid act, by virtue of its 
provisions, became operative April 1, 1910.

Dear Sir—Confirming the oral opinion 
which I rendered to you this morning, I 
hereby advise you and the Committee of the

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establishment of Free Public Libraries in

Gentlemen—I call your attention to Chapter 
148 of the laws of 1910,-entitled ‘‘An act 
relating to Police Departments in cities of 
this State,’’ approved April 8, 1910. 

Section 1 of said act provides that in all 
cities of this state now or hereafter having 
an employee known as Police Matron in con- 
nection with police stations, such Police 
Matron shall be appointed by the board or 
body having charge of the Police Deepart- 
ments therein. oR: 

Section, 2 of said act rrovides ‘‘all such 
Police eMatrons now in the employ of such 
city are hereby transferred to and made a 
part of the Police Department thereof, with- 
out further appointment or action, and shall 
not ‘be dismissed except for incapacity, -in- 
efficiency, or other just cause, and then only 
after written charges of cause or causes shall 
have been preferred against her, signed by 
the person making same, and filed with the 
Clerk of such board or body, and a copy 
thereof served upon her and opportunity given 
her to answer the same.”’ 

Section, 3 of said act provides that Police 
Matrons shall receive a salary of not more 
than $750 per annum, payable semi-monihly. 

The aforesaid act became effective imme- 
diately upon its aprpoval, to wit: April 8, 
1910, and from said diate the Police Matrons 
in the employ of the City of Hoboken, ap- 
poin.ed by your Honorable Body, were trans- 


ferred to and made part of the Police De- 
partment of the city, and came under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. . 

I am at this time communicating with the 
Board of Police Commissioners informing 
them of the provisions of the aforesaid act 
of the Legislature.

the faithful performance of said contract.’’ 

I am advised that a bond has been tender- 
ed by the said Louis Stern, or in his behalf, 
to the City Clerk, who has declined to re- 
ceive same. I hereby advise you that it is 
the duty of the City Clerk to receive the 
aforesaid bond. I further advise your Hon- 
orable Body not to pas sthe aforesaid reso- 
lution presented at the last meeting of the 
Council for the reason that there is litiga- 
tion. pending betwen the said Henry Vacky 
and Louis Stern, and the passage of the 
aforesaid resolution would result in a com- 
plication whereby the City of Hoboken would 
result in a complication whereby the City 
of Hoboken would become unnecessarily in- 
volved in the said litigation. Furthermore, 
the Vatcky-Stern contract expires on August 
1, 1910.° I am informed that said Louis 
Stern has since July, 1909, been removing 
the dead animals from the City of Hoboken, 
and the only purpose which might be served 
by the passage of the aforesaid resolution 
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would be to aid the said Louis Stern in his 
litiagtion with the said Henr Vatcky. 

I further advise you that the said Henry 
Vatcky is responsible, under the bond en- 
tered into by him with the ‘City of Hoboken, 
for the removal of dead animals, and his re- 
sponsibility continues until such time as the 
said Louis Stern shall file his bond as pro- 
vided for in the resolution of December 15th 
last, when said Louis Stern, by virtue of his 
said bond, will become responsible to the 
City of Hoboken for the faithful performance 
of the aforesaid contract relating to the re- 
moval of dead animals.

Gentlemen:—The annual report of the 
operations of the police department for the 
fiscal year, ending April 380, 1910, is re- 
spectfully submitted for the consideration of 
your Honorable Body. 

In presenting this summary of the year’s 
business, I take the opportunity to extend 
to the members of the police force my 
Sincere thanks for the hearty co-operation 
given by them in the enforcement of the 
criminal law. A few months ago a new 
schedule of patrol duty was inaugurated in 
the department, which has added greatly to 
the improvement of the service. 

I would respectfully recommend to your 
Honorable Body the purchase of an auto- 
mobile patrol wagon. Our patrol wagon 
service is in a deplorable condition. The 
horses are incapacitated from age, and the 
wagon will soon be unserviceable. To re- 
place them will involve the expenditure of 
a large sum of money. The adoption of the 
automobile wagon would save a great 
amount of time on our daily trips to the 
county institutions and would be progressive 
and economical. It has proven in other 
cities, where the change has been made, that 
it was money well spent and money saved 
when the automobile service was installed. 

The adoption of an ordinance by the Coun- 
cil prohibiting absolutely the sale of fire- 
works, gunpowder, toy cannons, etc., and the 
use of the same within the corporate limits 
of the city, is earnestly recommended. Such 
a law will certainly meet with the approval 
of the citizens of this city, and would 
be in accord 'with the great protest now 
being asserted through the nation against 


read 


the perversion of our national holiday to 
purposes of tumult and destruction. The 
annual list of Fourth of July casualties hav- 
ing become so large, the authorities of 
more than a dozen cities in this country, 
in obedience to the popular will, have with- 
in the past year adopted ordinances along the 
radical lines suggested above. There can 
be no logical reason advanced in favor of 
a continuation of our present mode of cele- 
bration, which has been so costly to life and 
property heretofore. By an act of the recent 
legislature, the Council is empowered to pass 
ordinances prohibiting the sale and use of 
gunpowder, toy cannons, rockets, fireworks, 
etc., and I sincerely trust that an early ad- 
vantage will be taken of this power granted 
to them. 

I woud further recommend the adoption of 
an amendment to the Excise ordinance, limit- 
ing to a certain hour at night, the playing 
of music in saloons and dance halls. There 


is no law on our ordinance books at present \ 


governing saloons and dance halls in this 


respect, and I know that the city would be 
much better off if they were licensed and 
regualted. 


During the past year there were 3,270 
arrests made by the officers of this depart- 
ment; 472 warrants and 1,683 summons were 
served. The police matrons cared for 295 
lost children. There were 24 suicides and 
14 attempts at suicide.

Ayes—All the members present. 
The following communication from His 
Honor Mayor Gonzales was presented and 
read: 


‘To the Council: 


Gentlemen—I return without my approval 
the contract by which the Public Service 
Corporation is to have the street lighting of 
the City of Hoboken. 

The Public Service Corporation, as a cor- 
poration, has control of not only the street 
rai:ways, but of our lighting, gas and elec- 
tricity, and has created a monopoly of such 
gigantic proportions that the people of the 
City of Hoboken are at its mercy, not only 
in relation to the gas, but electricity and 
railroad facilities, and carrying, and it has, 
in one instance, when the Playground Com- 
missioners required light, compelled the com- 
missioners to be without light for an unrea- 
sonable time, because the company has cer- 
tain formalities which are unreasonable, and 
these unreasonable formalities are brought 
about because of the knowledge of its 
strength in having the monopoly of electricity 
in this city, and for that reason I would 
strongly recommend to the Council that in 
if there is an application by a 
company for a franchise to light the city, 
that it be liberal in its terms to such com- 
pany, so as to create a healthy competition, 
and not be at the mercy of this Public Ser- 
vice Corporation. 

Notwithstanding it has reduced the price 
of light at present, it would never occur to 
it to reduce the price provided the Citizens’ 
Light Company had not made its application, 
and it was shown that there was a possibility 
of the city having others do the lightin'’g and 
who were willing to take the contract to light 
the city at a reduced cost, but the Citizens’ 
Light Company was harassed by the lawyers 
of the Public Service Corporation to such an 
extent, and its charter was so limited and 
the terms by which it was to receive a fran- 
chise so severe, that it discouraged the citi- 
zens who had undertaken to organize this 
company in competition with the Public Ser- 
vice Corporation. 

This gigantic monopoly having in its con- 
irol e:ectricity, gas, railroads, and uses the 


City of Hoboken for iis outlet, and its streets 
fo rits purposes, without adequate compensa- 
tion and without an offer on its part at any 
time to assist or benefit the City of Hoboken, 
either by improved service or reduced rates 
in carfare. 

There is no question, had we had other 
competing lines and had we used good judg- 
ment in the past and prevented the merging 
of the different lines, and had proper compe- 
tition, the people of the City of Hoboken 


could safely ride through its small territory : 


for half the price of its fare now, and have 
better facilities, but ths company does not 
even offer modern facilities for carrying its 
passengers. On the contrary, it has the 
most filthy cars on one of its lines running 
through the streets of Hoboken, and how it 
has escaped the several boards of health of 
the cities and counties I am unable to see, 
provided the boards of health have, by law, 
any powers vested in them, and this same 
company has a transfer system in the City of 
Hoboken which is a great annoyance to our 
citizens. I have called the attention of the 
Council to this fact, and I have concluded 
that it is all one-sided with this company; 
that it receives all and gives nothing two this 


city. in return,

The following communication was present- 
ed, read and received: 
Hobcken, N. J., July 138, 1910. 
To the Honorable the @Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 
Gentlemen—In compliance with your re- 
quest for my opinion as to your right to im- 


pose and collect a license fee or tax from™ 


the Public Service Corporation for cars of 
said company operated through, the streets of 
the City of Hoboken, I hereby advise you 
that your honorable body is without author- 
ity to impose such license fee or tax. 

I understand the fact to be that the Public 
Service Street Railway Company acquired 
some years ago, and now operates the street 
railway system throughout this city. It ac- 
quired the property formerly owned by the 
North Hudson County Railway Company, 


which was incorporated originally under the 
name of the Hoboken and Weehawken Pas- 
senger Railway Company (Pamph. L. 1860, p. 
63). The name ‘‘North Hudson County 
Railway Company’’ was acquired by an act of 
the Legislature of New Jersey (Pamph. L. 
1865, p. 606). By various acts of the Leg- 
islature the said company became vested with 
all the franchises, powers, privileges and 
property of the Hoboken and Weehawken 
Horse Railroad Company, the West Hoboken 
and Hoboken Passenger Railway Company, 
the Jersey City and Hoboken Horse Railroad 
Company and the Hoboken and Hudson City 
Horse Car Railroad Company, and, so far as 
the City of Hoboken was concerned, with the 
franchises of the Bergen Turnpike Company, 
besides additional franchises granted to it in 
the corporate name of the North Hudson 
County Railway Company. No consent of 
the city was prescribed in any of the afore- 
said acts as a condition on which any of said 
corporations were to be permitted to lay their 
tracks and enjoy the franchise granted. The 
question of the right of the City of Hoboken 
to compel the North Hudson County Railway 
Company to take out licenses and pay an 
annual license fee for the cars which the said 
company operated, was determined by the 
New Jersey Supreme Court in the suit of 
State, the North Hudson County Railway 
Company, prosecutor, v. The Mayor and 
Common Council of the City of Hoboken, 12 
Vr. p. 71-82, adversely to the city. The 
Court determined that the city was without 
power to require said railway company, hav- 
ing its rails down and in use, under the act 
incorporating it, to take vuct a license and 
pay a license fee as a means of taxation. In 
said case the Court declared that said rail- 
way company did not need any  authoriiy 
from the City of Hoboken to legalize the run- 
ning of cars and operating its railway. Ade- 
quate authority for that purpose was derived 
from the several acts of the Legislature re- 
lating to said company. The ordinances 
which were then before the Court for consid- 


‘eration were somewhat analogous to the or- 


dinances relating to street railway compa- 
nies which are contained in our city ordi- 
nances which were revised’ and recompiled in 
1901 (see Section 486). 

By virtue of the provisions of P. L. 1882, 
p. 228-229, the Common Council is empow- 
ered to make and establish ordinances for 
various purposes, among which to license 
and regulate all cars and to fix the rates of 
compensation to be paid therefor, and pro- 
vides also that the fees for such purposes 
may be imposed from revenue. (See also 
PL 1885; ape 3it) The act of 1885 au- 


‘thorizes the imposition’ by license of fees for 


revenue, but it confers no authority to im- 
pose any payment whatever except for li- 
censes exacted by an ordinance duly enacted 
for that purpose. The ordinance must be in 
conformity with the act. (See Cape May vs. 
Cape May Trans. Co., 85 Vr., p. 80-85; see 
also P. L. 1905, p. 360, which provides for 
ordinances to license and regulate various 
businesses, including cars, and to provide 
that fees for such licenses may be imposed 
for revenue. 

Said laws, however, do not in anywise ab- 
rogate the rights granted by the Legislature 
to the North Hudson County Railway Com- 
pany, which possessed, under its legislative 
grants, the privilege of operating 
without the consent of the city. 

The decision of our Court of Errors and 
Appeals in the case of The Mayor and Alder- 
men of Jersey City vs. The North Jersey 
Sireet Railway Company, 438 Vr. 383, is not 
in point. In said case it appeared that the 
charter of the Jersey City and Bergen Rail- 
road Company (of which the North Jersey 
Street Railway Company was the successor), 
approved March 15, 1859, and its supple- 
ments, provided that in constructing its road 
the consent of the city should be first ob- 
tained. The ordinance granting such con- 
sent embodied a condition that the company 
should pay an annual fee for each car oper- 
ated by it. The company accepted the ordi- 
nance and was therefore under a legal obliga- 
tion to pay the stated fee. 

The court in said case declared that the 


ease of North Hudson County Railway Com- 


pany vs. Hoboken, 12 Vr. 71, is not in point, 
for it does not deal with an ordinance em- 
bodying conditions for a consent which the 
municipality had a right to withhold, and on 
acceptance of which the company constructed 
its road. 

With respect to such part of street railway 
operated by the Public Service Street Rail- 
way Company, which it acquired from the 
Jersey City, Hoboken and Rutherford HElec- 
tric Railway Company, I advise you that the 
city is precluded from exacting any license 
fee or tax for cars operated thereon. The 
City of Hoboken, on April 8, 1886, passed an 
ordinance granting to the Jersey City, 
boken and Rutherford Electric Railway Com- 
pany a right to Iccate, construct and main- 
tain its tracks on certain streets therein 
mentioned, and to use, operate and maintain 
thereon cars propelled by electricity. Sec- 
tion 18 of said ordinance provides for the 
payment by said company to the Mayor and 
Council of the city, as compensation for the 
rights, powers, privileges and authority by 
said ordinance granted and conierred, the 
sum of $20,000, which amount I am iaformed

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has been duly paid to the city. It is pro- 
vided in said ordinance that, upon payment 
of the said sum of $20,000, the company 
shall thereafter be exonerated and discharged 
from the payment of any further or other 
compensation to, or imposition by the Mayor 
and Council of the city, except as provided 
in Section 18 of said ordinance. Section 13 
of said ordinance provides that said com- 
pany shall pay all taxes which may be law- 
fully imposed upon it and its property in the 
City of Hoboken from time to time.

Hoboken, N. J., July 18, 1910. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 

Genilemen—In compliance with your re- 
quest for my opinion as to your right to ap- 
propriate the moneys necesssary for the con- 
duct of the municipal affairs for the fiscal 
year beginning on the first Monday: of May, 
1910, I advise you that you have absolute 
authority to make said appropriations and to 
provide by ordinance for the assessment and 
colleciion of the tax therefor. 

By virtue of the provisions of the city 
charter (Section 33) the annual tax was voted 
by the people, and the Council was required 
to make such appropriations as the people 
voted. In 1871, by amendment to the city 
charter, the Legislature provided for a Board 
of Tax Commissioners (P. L. 1871, p. 140), 
and since said time the Legislature, by vari- 
ous enactments applicable to cities generally, 
has declared that appropriations should be 
made by the Board or body having control of 
the finances of the city. The Common Coun- 
cil of the City of Hoboken is the body hav- 
ing control of the finances of the city. Your 
Honorable Body has not only the authority 
to make appropriations and to provide by or- 
dinance for the assessment and collection of 
the tax therefor, but you have authority to 
amend the tax ordinance providing for: the 
raising of moneys by taxation at any time 
during the fiscal year for which said moneys 
are to be so raised priur to the daie of the 
fixing and determining of the tax rate of the 
city for said year. 

Your Honorable Body is also empowered to 
carry forward, by ordinance passed after the 
expiration of the fiscal year, the balance of 
any appropriation remaining expended at the 
end of the year to the same or other account 
or appropriation of the next, that is to say, 
the then preesnt fiscal year, or to provide 


that such balance shall be paid into the sink- 
ing fund. ' 

Assuming, if you desire, that the Board of 
Tax Commissioners is empowered to make ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year, the said 
Board has exceeded its authority (if any 
such it has) in having undertaken to appro- 
priate the unexpended balances of the last 
year, and furthermore in having undertaken 
to appropriate moneys belonging to the sink- 
ing fund. The said Board also exceeded its 
authority (if any such it has) in appropriat- 
ing the sum of $1,000 to the United Aid So- 
ciety. The public moneys cannot be appro- 
priated to any private enterprise without ex- 
press legislative authority therefor, and there 
is no such authority that I am aware of.

Gentlemen—In the matter of the appeal of 
Hamburg-American Packet Company vs. City 
of Hoboken, I beg leave to advise you that 
the State Board of Equalization of Taxes has 
ordered that the assessment of $2,151,800— 
being $1,093,400 on land, $1,040,400 on build- 
ings, and $18,000 on chattels—levied for the 
year 1909 on land, bulkhead, buildings, sheds, 
and piers thereon, and lands under water 
appurtenant thereto, be reduced to $1,901,900 
—being $1,093,400 on land, $790,500 on build- 
ings, and $18,000 on chattels. 

In the matter of the appeal of North Ger- 
man Lloyd Dock Company and North German 
Lloyd, its lessee, vs. City of Hoboken, the 
aforesaid Board of Equalization of Taxes has 
ordered that the assessment levied for the 
year 1909 on property formerly designaied 
on City Assessment Map as Plots F, G, and 
lots 801 to 3811, River street, and marked 
North German Lloyd Steamship Company, 
with all buildings, sheds thereon, bulkheads, 
piers and lands under water appurtenant 
thereto, also the property designated on City 
Assessment Map as Plot E, with all buildings, 
sheds, warehouses thereon, bulkhead, piers, 
and land under waier appurtenant thereto, 
assessed as follows: Plots F, G, 
$697,500, buildings $1,413,700; Plot E, land 
$620,000, buildings $929,300; personal $33,000, 
‘be reduced to a total of: Land $1,317,500, 
‘buildings $1,837,488, personal $33,000; total, 
$3,187,938. 

Henry Lohmann, Esquire, the President of 
the Local Board of Assessors, has informed 
me that he considers the aforesaid determina-

tion of the State Board of Equalization of 
Taxes to be quite satisfactory. The city has 
been in litigation with the aforesaid steamship 
companies for a number of years past, and 
the assessment which has been now made 
against the property in question by the State 
Board is the highest which the city has ever 
attained. I believe the local assessors should 
assess ‘tthe aforesaid properiles for the year 
1910 upon the same figures as now fixed by 
the State Board of Equalization of Taxes.

The following communication was present- 
ed, read and referred to the Committee on Fi- 
nance and Salaries: 

Office of Corporation Attorney, 
Hoboken, N. J., July 7, 1910. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen—I beg leave to advise you that 
the New Jersey Supreme Court has affirmed 
the judgment of the Board of Equalization of 
Taxes of New Jersey in the matter of the 
assessment for the year 1908 against the 
property of the Hoboken Ferry Company et 
als., known as the lower ferry. From a 
reading of the opinion of the Supreme Court 
it is evident to me that said Court considered 
that it was obliged to follow the decision of 
the Court previously rendered, in the matter 
of the United New Jersey Railroad and Canal 
Company, 46 Vr. 334. 

I respectfully request that your Honorable 
Body authorize me to have the decision of 
the Supreme Court in this matter carried to 
the Court of Errors and Appeals for review 
and final determination. 

I contend that the determination of the 
State Board of Equalization of Taxes is 
wrong, in that, while it admits that a part 
of the ferry terminal building -is used to a 
definite exient locally, which is readily ascer- 
tainable, yet it declares that no part of the . 
land upon which the building is. located is 
assessable locally. I consider that such pro- 
portionate part of the land is ‘assessable 
locally as that part of the building used for 
local purposes, and not for railroad purposes, 
bears to the entire building. 

I am of the opinion that the assessment of 
the land, as well as of the building, should 
be apportioned and dealt with partially by 
the -ocal assessors and partially by the State 
Board of Assessors. 

The opinion of the Court in said matter is 
as follows: 

“This is a writ of certiorari sued out by 
the City of Hoboken directed to the Board of 
Equalization of. Taxes of New Jersey. The 
Morris and Hssex Railroad Company, the 


Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
Company, lessee, the Hoboken Ferry Com- 
pany and the Collector of Taxes of Hoboken, 
removing the judgment of said Board ren- 
dered on the appeal of the above ferry and 
railroad companies from an assessment for 
taxation for the year 1908, against their prop- 
erty located in Hoboken, known as the lower 
ferry. By the local assessment the lands 
were valued at $1,470,000, and the improve- 
ments at $440,000. 

“The return shows that upon an appeal 
taken by the defendants from this local as- 
sessment to the Hudson County Board of 
Taxation, the right of the local assessors to 
assess the property, as well as the valuation 
placed thereon, were affirmed. An appeal 
was then prosecuted by the defendants to the 
Board of Equalization of Taxes of New Jersey 
on the grounds, among others: 


“1. That the property taxed was second 
class railroad property, the same being lands 
used for railroad purposes other than the 
main stem, and therefore not subject to local 
taxation, and asserting that the assessment 
made by the local authorities should be an- 
nulled. 


“9, That the assessments upon all the 
properties enumerated should be revised and 
corrected. 

“Tt appeared that the entire property had 
been assessed by the State Board of Assessors 
as second class railroad property and _ the 
taxes had been paid; that the assessors of 
the City of Hoboken had also assessed the 
same property, claiming that the entire prop- 
erty was not used for railroad purposes. 

“The Board of Equalization then held that: 
‘The evidence in this case snows clearly that 
the only part of the ferry buildings used for 
local purposes is the lower floor, and from 
the evidence it is also clearly apparent that 
this use is three-fourths local and one-fourtno 
railroad use.’ 

The Board then rendered judgment ‘that 
the assessment of $1,470,000, on the land as 
assessed by the city,’ be cancelled because 
said land is used for railroad purposes and is 
not subject to assessment locally, and that 
the assessment of $440,000 on said improve- 
ments be cancelled, because said improve- 
ments. are used for railroad purposes and not 
subject to assessment locally, excepting the 
first floor of the main ferry terminal building, 
which floor is used in the main for local and 
not railroad travel and uses; and that as to 
the said first floor the assessment thereof 
locally is hereby fixed: and apportioned at its 
market value of $85,000, and for said last 
mentioned sum the local assessment for im- 
provements is sustained.”’ 
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‘“From this judgment the City of Hoboken 
has prosecuted this writ of certiorari. The 
defendants apparently are not raising any ob- 
jection to the determination of the matter. 

“The city contends that the determination 
of the Board of Taxation of New Jersey is 
wrong, in that, while it admits that a part 
of the ferry terminal building is used to a 
definite extent locally which is readily ascer- 
tainable, yet declares that no part of the 
land upon which the biulding is located is as- 
sessable locally, and insists that such pro- 
portionate part of the land is assessable lo- 
cally as that part of the building used for 
local purposes and not for railroad travel or 
use to the entire building. 

“In other words, the insistment of the city 
is that the assessment of the land, as well as 
of the buildings, should be apportioned and 
dealt with partially by the local assessors 
and partially by the State Board of Assessors. 

“The act of 1888, entitled ‘An Act to re- 
vise and amend ‘‘An Act for the taxation of 
railroad and canal property,’’ approved April 
tenth, one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
four,’ (P L. 1888, p. 269), provides ‘that all 
the property of any railroad or canal com- 
pany not used for railroad or canal purposes, 
shall be assessed and taxed by the same as- 
sessors, and in the same manner and at the 
same rate as the taxable property of other 
Owners in the same municipal division or 
taxing district;’ and further provides ‘that 
all property of any railroad and of any caanl 
company used for railroad or canal purposes 
shall be assessed by a State Board of As- 
SeSSOrs.’ ® 

“The distinction would seem to be that 
when property is used for railroad purposes 
it ceases to be taxable locally; otherwise 
taxes upon it must be levied by the taxing 
authorities of the municipality in which it is 
situate. 

“This court, however, has held, in the 
matter of the United New Jersey Railroad 
and Canal Company, 46 Vr.*334, that the 
principle of exemption from local taxation 
must be extended so as to include such part 
of a ferry house used in connection with a 
railroad for its terminal, as is used and is 
reasonably necessary to carry on such ferry 
for the use of passengers and freight arriv- 
ing by railroad trains. That such use is 
for railroad purposes, but that the portion of 
the ferry house mainly devoted to the accom- 
modation of local passengers and vehicles is 
subject to local taxation. 

“This case is binding upo nthis court and 
to the exittent to which it has gone, viz., as 
applicable to a building or buildings, it must 
be sustained. But under the phraseology of 
the act above stated, the principles enunci- 


ated in this case should not be extended any 
further and will not be made applicable to 
the same plot of ground upon which is lo- 
cated a building thus jointly used for local 
and railroad purposes upon which an assess- 
ment had been apportioned in the above 
manner, 

“The judgment, therefore, of the Board of 
Equalization of Taxes of New Jersey must 


be affirmed.’’

The following report of the Sinking Fund 
‘Commissioners was presented, read and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance and Sal- 
aries: 

To the Honorable Mayor and Council: 

Gentlemen :— 

The Sinking Fund Commissioners, at a 
meeting held on Friday, June 24, 1910, 
passed a resolution requesting the Mayor 
and Council to issue bonds for the following 
amounts as per schedule hereto annexed, 
payable to the Sinking Fund Commissioners 
to reimburse the several sinking funds for 
moneys loaned to the Mayor and Council 
and used by the city in the conduct of its 
affairs. , 

These bonds should have been issued at 
the time the moneys were borrowed by the 
city from the .Sinking Fund Commissioners 
and are secured by. and payable from the 
uncollected taxes due the City of Hoboken. 

“The Sinking Fund Commissioners now 
have invested to the credit of Sinking Fund, 
School No. 8, $15,575.10. The bond to be 
issued for School No. 8 fund would be the 
difference between the total sinking fund 
installment, plus accrued interest, amount- 
ing to $18,340.48, and the amount of invest- 
ment now in the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners’ hands, amounting to said $15,575.10, 
or a net bond to be issued on account of 
said Sinking Fund, School No. 8, of 
$2,765.33. 
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ment on streets around City Hall, was pre- 
sented, read and referred to the Committee 
on Streets and Assessments. 

Certificate. of Mugene Smith, City Surveyor, 
for the sum of $3,710, in favor of Henry 
Waddington, contractor of belgian block re- 
paving on Willow avenue, Clinton and Sev- 
enth streets, was presented, read and referred 
to the Committee on Streets and Assessments.

contractor has neglected and refused to go

of this work being neglected. The excuse 
that he gives for not having the stone, 
or being abie to obtain the stone at present, 
is an uncalled-for excuse, and it should not 
be received by the city authorities. 

I would recommend that a notice be given 
to this contractor that unless he begins 
work at once, that the contract be rescinded 
and given to another contractor, who will 
do the work, and that the necessary legal 
steps be taken against the contractor. 

During this delay the inspectors are 
charging for their time, and I would recom- 
mend that the time charged by the inspectors 
be deducted from the contract price during 
the delay. There is no reason for paying 
inspectors while the contractor is not per- 
forming his work, for there is nothing to 
inspect. 

I would also call your attention to Mr. 
Rath, who has the contract for building the 
public comfort house at Elysian Park. This 
work wa sordered and contracted for, and 
there is no doubt the Council thought there 
was a necessity for this building, and the 
contractor should be notified to proceed with 
his work within a reasonable time, as re- 
quired by the contract. 

Is it apparent to your members that by 
this delay of the contractor that they have 
made a mistake and that there is no need 
of a building of this character? However, 
the city has enterel into a solemn contract 
to have its work performed within a reason- 
able time, and from my knowledge of con- 
tracts and the contractors’ dealings with the 
city in the past, the contractor, if he could 
take advantage of any default or any ad- 
vantages on the city’s part, he would do so 
at once, by resorting to the law. Why not 
the city be placed in the same position and 
advise with its law department if this con- 
tractor is not liable to the city for damages 
for not proceeding with his work as con- 
tracted for within a reasonable time?

To the Council. 

Gentlemen:—In the communication sent to 
your honorable body by the President of the 
Public Service -Corporation, prior to the 
granting of the contract by the City for the 
electric lighting of the streets, it would ap- 
pear that the company would furnish the 
‘light prior to the receiving of the last con- 
tract at the -contract price, which was: the 
sum of seventy-five dollars per lamp. 

In this communication other matters were 
referred to, such as taking down the over- 
head wires, and to relieve the city of poles 
placed upon the streets>by underground con- 
duits. Of course these matters are to be 
taken up by your: honorable body in due 
course of time. 

If -the City has already granted 
privilege of laying conduits throughout the 
city, it would be very agreeable if the Pub- 
lic Service Corporation would, at once, take 
such, measures and lay. the wires under- 
ground,and remove the objectionable poles, 
as this does not add to the looks of the 
stieets' to .-have the numerous poles upon 
them. 

As to the price fixed ror the lighting, in 
between the time of the Public Service Cor- 
poration expiring, and the time of granting 
new contract, I am firmly impressed that the 
‘price should be seventy-five dollars

per 
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lamp. Therefore, I return the enclosed bills 
presented .by the corporation, without my 
approval. 


And further, referring to the light being 
furnished the city. buildings by this cor- 
poration, I would call your attention to the 
several bills for incandescent lighting, which 
should be adjusted by the sliding scale. In 
fairness to the city, there ought to be a way 
whereby all the city buildings should be 
grouped .together, and.a. sliding scale made 
by the corporation so that the city may have. 
some advantages .which would be accorded to 
any other large consumer, and I would 
advise that this matter be taken up at once.

Mayor’s Office, 
Hoboken, N. J.,, Nov. 30, 19110. 
To the Honorable the Common Council: 

Gentlemen—-I return the enclosed resolu- 
tion without my approval for the following 
reasons: 

On January 26, 1910, I called the attention 
of your Honorable eBody to the almost im- 
perative need of more office room for city 
purposes, and asked that the opinion of the 
Corporation Attorney ‘be obtained as to the 
rights of Company K or others to the use of 
the upper floor of the City Hall for basket 
ball games and other events. The ‘Corpora- 
tion Attorney, in an opinion presented to the 
Council, upheld the contention I made. 


Aciing upon said opinion, and upon in- 
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structions from me, Chief Hayes refused to 
permit the use of the upper part of the City 
Hall for other than city purposes. Where- 
upon Company K brought the matter before 
the Vice-Chancellor, who, while not uphold- 
ing the action of Chief Hayes and myself as 
to the methods used, nevertheless refused to 
grant permission to said Company or Regi- 
ment to use said floor for basket ball or other 
games. 

I am decidedly opposed to the plaving of 
games in the building, not that I am opposed 
to games or.other enjoyment, but because I 
know, ‘and each member of your Honorable 
Body knows, that business cannot be properly 
conducted while such games are being played. 
I, myself, with some of your members, have 
seen the proceedings of the Council, and the 
proceedings of the District Court. virtually 
held up by the noise while such games were 
in progress. This same could be said, I am 
sure, of every branch of the city government 
that has offices in the City Hall.’ 

The passing and approval of the enclosed 
resolution places the matter in almost the 
same position as it was on January 26. 

Hivery member of your Honorable Body is 
aware of the fact that the city is sorely in 
need of more office room, therefore I take this 
opportunity to call your attention again to 
that fact and ask that your Board instruct 
Corporatio orney Fallon to ‘begin eject- 
ment proceedings against Company K or 
others to the end that the city may then be 
in a position to use the entire building. 

I trust that your Honorable Body will give 
this matter your earnest consideration, and 
not pass it over my veto without any deliber- 
ation at all.

tmspected the following buildings: 

No. 20 Hudson place. A _ five-story loft 
building with a store on the ground floor, 
steamer chair renovating on the second and 
third floors, a manufactory employing about 
thirty girls on the fourth and fifth floors. 
The building is equipped with outside fire 
escapes with iron stairways from second to 
fifth floor on two sides of the building. I 
found the exits to fire escapes clear and 
ready for use. 

No. 22 Hudson Place (Norwood House). A 
five-story lodging house. This building is 
equipped with fire escapes (old type with 


drop Jadder) on both sides of the ‘building.. 


Exit to fire escape is made through large 
windows -easily opened. Signs giving the 
location of fire escipes are displayed on the 
walls on each floor. 

No. 76 River street (Delaware Hotel). A 
five-story hotel. On this building I found 
fire escapes on the rear of the building at 
each floor level, but in order to use them it 
would be necessary to pass through a sleep- 
ing room, which at the time of my inspection 
was locked. I was therefore unable to reach 
the escapes. On the front of the building I 
found iron balconies on each floor about win- 
dow level, but between the balconies, that is 
from floor to floor, there is no iron ladder 
connecting the same. 

I have notified the owners of the building 
to place fire escapes so as to permit exit 

from the public halls. 

No. 51 Washington street (Hotel Washing- 
ton). A three-story and basement hoitel. 
This hotel is without fire escapes of any kind. 
The building is about 105 feet long and 25 
feet wide. The entrance siairway is located 
on the extreme easterly side of the building 
and in case of fire starting in this stairway 
the entire hotel woulld be cut off. This build- 
ing as it stands from a fire point of view is 
in my judgment dangerous and the owners 
shoulod be compelled to place proper fire 
escapes at once. I have notified the owner 
to place fire escapes om the building. 


No. 99 Hudson street (Wilshusen’s Hotel). 


A four-story hocel building. I found the same 
conditions as at the Hotel Washington. -No 
escapes. Notified owner to place fire escapes 
on building. 7 

Nos. 41-43 First street (Fischer’s Hotel). 
A four-story hotel building. Same ccnditions 
as at the Washington and Wilshusen’s. 
fire escapes. Notified owner to place 
escapes on building. 

The three hotels above mentioned are seri- 
ous cases, and I would suggest that your

There are no signs 
marking fire escapes. The front of the build- 
ing is without fire escapes and I would sug- 
gest that life lines or other portable fire 
escapes be placed in each front room.

Gentlemen—I return without my approval 
the claim of Charles Hvass & Co. of $58.50 
for furnishing the city, as is claimed, for 
nine (9) ash cans. The claim was due and 
billed to the city in August, 1909. If this 
claim was a just one, there is no reason 
why the claim should not have been paid 
in the year 1909. 

The fact that this Board has allowed 
claims to lie in the pigeon holes for years, 
as in this case, creates a suspicion that 
either the claim is wrong or there is some 
wrongdoing in some quarters, and I have 
been informed by good tradesmen and me- 
chanics in the City of Hoboken, and in most 
instances they have stated that they have 
refused the city work because of the delay 
in having their claims reported on and being 
paid, and it is apparent that no business 
man can afford to wait a year, in some in- 


stances, and more for the payment of their 
claims, Knowing these circumstances, give 
the city the benefit of a close sale, such as 


they would to individuals, when the city 
should have the benefit of all the discounts 
and pay its bills, cash. 

I will state now that I shall return with- 
out my approval all these long delayed 
claims, as in this instance, and compel the 
claimants to sue, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining, if possible, why the delay should 
be, when the city has always _ sufficient 
moneys ‘on hand to pay its just claims as 
presented. This preseut claim, as ~-pre- 
sented, appears to me an exorbitant claim 
for the furnishing of these goods.

tion report of buildings in the City of Ho- 
boken, with respect to their fire escape equip- 
ment. E 

Nos. 77-81 River street (Second National 
Bank Building). A four-story office building. 
In this building there is one elevator and 
ene stairway. The shaft of the elevator is 
enclosed and is of, fireproof construction. 
The stairway fro mthe basement to the 
second floor winds about the elevator shaft 
and is of fireproof construction (wood treads). 

From the second floor to the upper floors 
the stairway is of frame construction. It is 
not visible from the shaft stairway and is 
about ten feet from it. 

I would suggest that this building be 
equipped with outside fire escapes leading to 
a street. 

Notified owners to place fire escapes on 

this building. 
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No. 80 River street (American Hotel(. A 
five-story hotel building. 

This building is equipped with modern fire 
escapes on front of building. 

The rooms are connecting rooms, which 
permit passage from rear to front without 
enterin gthe hall. 

Exit to fire escapes may be made from 
hall through the front reom. 

No. 66 Hudson street (Eagan’s School). 
A three-story and basement business school 
building. 

In this building there are three classrooms 
On each floor above the first, two in front 
and one in rear of building. On the rear of 
the building is a small fire escape. 

I would suggest the placing of fire escapes 
on front o fbuilding, as I do not consider the 
present fire escapes on rear of sufficient size 
and strength to empty the building. 

I found the balconies of the present fire 
escapes in need of a coat of paint. 

Notified owner to place fire escapes on 
this building. 

68-70 Hudson street (Terminal Building). 


A seven-story offic ebuilding of superior 
constructoin. 
Equipment: Two elevators, fire hose in 


halls and fire pump in engine room. 

No. 72 Hudson street. .A three-story and 
basement hotel building. No fire escapes. 
Notified owner to place fire escapes on this 
building. 

No. 79-83 Hudson street (Lyric Theatre). 
This theatre is well-equipped with exits, alli 
plainly marked. 

No. 80-84 Hudson street (Hudson Trust 
Building). A five-story fireproof office build- 
ing with two elevators. 

80 Washington street (Observer Building). 
A five-story newspaper building. Entrance 
stairway in front of building and outside 
fireproof stairway in rear of building, 

82 Washington street (Hoboken Savings 
Bank Building). A four-story fireproof office 
building; one elevator. 

No. 91 Washington street. A four-story 
building. The ground floor occupied as a 
store, the second floor offices, and the two 
upper floors as living apartments. No fire 
escapes. 

Notified owner to place fire escapes on this 
building. 

City Hall. I would at this time call the 
attention of your Honorable Body to the 
fact that the young men of the Hoboken 
High School are using the Armory (with 
your permission) for basketball contests. 

During these contests a large number of 
young people occupy the balcony abbdve the 
Armory floor. 


Entrance to and exit from this balcony is 
made through a narrow doorway which leads 
‘out o nthe First street stairway. 

In the cellar beneath this stairway is the 
boiler room of the building. If this stair- 
way should take fire on the lower floor, 
escape to the street would be cut off from 
the upper floors. 

I would urgently request your Honorable 
Body to have constructed on the First street 
“LL? of the building, an outside fireproof 
stairway, from top floor to street. 

No. 51 Bloomfield street. A _ three-story 
factory building: This building is equipped 
with outside fire escapes at rear end of 
building. Exit is made through windows. 

No drop ladder. Windows in need of re- 
pairs. 

Notified owner to above effect. 

No. 51-57 Willow avenue (Pocketbook Fac- 
tory). A four-story factory building with a 
five-story addition. \ 

The buildings are equipped with outside 
fireproof stairways on the rear of buildings. 

Fire escapes lead to the roofs of one-story 
buildings. 

On the roof of the one-story building there 
are two drop ladders for use from roof to 
adjoining yard. 

Escape may be made over the roofs of one- 
story buildings to Park avenue. 

No. 77 Willow avenue. A four-story build- 
ing. The first story is of brick and the 
three upper stories are of frame. 

The first story is in use as a hat factory 
and the upper floors. as living rooms. No 
fire escapes. Notified owner to place fire 
escapes on this building. 

No. 10 Hudson Place (Cahill’s Building). A 
four-story building. No fire escapes. The 
first floor used as a salesroom, the second 
floor part office rooms and part storage, and 
the two upper floors storage rooms. Stair- 
way located in centre of building. Elevator 
shaft fireproof. One person employed on 
each flocr above the first. 

100 to 108 River street. A three-story loft 
building. The first floor is occupied by a 
concert hall and the two upper floors as a 
steam laundry. There are no partitions on 
the upper floors. There is an outside stair- 
way from second floor to street on north 
side of building. The door at the second 
floor opens inward. I would suggest placing 
fire escapes on the First street side of the 
building. 

_ 184 River street (Amsterdam Hotel). A 
five-story hotel building. This building is 
equipped with fire escapes on the rear (old 
type drop ladder). Exit to fire escapes is 
madethrough windows in sleeping rooms 
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which I found locked. Notified owner to 
place fire escapes so as to permit exit from 
the public thalls. 

125 to 127 Hudson street (Reinking’s 
Hall). A three-story building. The first 
floor is occupied as a concert hall and the 
two upper floors as meeting or lodge rooms 
in the rear and living rooms in the front. 
Fire escapes are located on south side of 
building. Exit from lodge rooms made 
through windows. 

No. 91 to 95 River street (Steneck Build- 
ing). A five-story fireproof cffice building. 
Under construction. 

114 River street (rear). A _ three-story 
building. Fire escapes on north side. 

No. 101 Hudson street (Continental Hotel). 
A five-story hotel building. Fire escapes on 
rear. Exit through windows in sleeping 
rooms which at the time of inspection were 
locked. There are sharp turns in the halls 
and the entrance stairway is in the rear 
of building. No fire escape signs in halls. Neti- 
fied owner to place fire escapes so as to 
permit exit from the public halls. 

I. would at this time call the attention of 
your Honorable Body to the need of fire 
drills in factories where a large number of 
persons are employed, and* have suggested . 
the following to several employers: About 
once a week at the end of the day have all 
employes leave the building or buildings 
by way of the fire escapes. 


This, I think, would familiarize the em- 
ployes with the location and use or fire 
escapes.

Therefore I veto both claims 
and will place the party making the claim to 
the city in a position of justifying and prov- 
ing that he is entitled to the full amount. 
There are other claims now in your pigeon- 
holes which have been ithere for years. Among 
others is one due to this same man. Why 
hold up legitimate claims for this long space 
of time when they can be paid at once? This 
business management by the Council I am 
well satisfied brings discredit upon the city.

To the Council: 

Gentlemen—I return without my approval 
the following claims: E. Smith, for $336, and 
Richard Lamb, for $6,720. 

Richard Lamb is the contractor for the lay- 
ing of the pavement and curbing on First 
street, and he has made a contract with the 
city to do the work within a limited time in 
a workmanlike manner, and it would be 
fair to assume that the contractor woud 
favor the citizens of the City of Hoboken by 
inconveniencing them as little as possible, 
but in this instance the contractor has done 
his work in such a manner that he has 
brought about annoyances from the stores 
and the people on the line of First street, 
just at a time when the storekeepers want all 
the desired space, and especially the accom- 
modation, and have some order in cleaniiness 
on the streets. 

I also call your attention to the laying of 
the curbs. I have visited the street and 
found that the resetting of the twenty-five 
hundred feet of curb is not done, nor has the 
new curb all been done in a workmanlike 
manner, and it is so apparent that for that 
reason I will not approve of this claim. 

I also disapprove of the claim of E. Smith 
because as supervising engineer he has not 
given his time and attention to this work, 
or if he has, he has not done so faithfully 
and to the best interest of the city, for I am 
satisfied that the work is not properly done, 
nor is the city’s interest being properly cared 
for.

The following communication from His 
Honor Mayor Gonzales was presented, read 
and ordered on the table: 

To the Council: 

Gentlemen—It appears that the First street 
sewer has not been laid according to the 
specifications, and the contractor has failed 
to comply with the conditions in this: that 
he has not driven piles for the sewer as it is 
constructed at present. 

As all you gentlemen know, this sewer is 
laid upon the clear meadow land; that the 
first piling was not of sufficient strength to 
carry the original sewer, because it had 
buckled. The reason for laying this new 
sewer was because there could not be a flow 
on account of the ups and downs of the old 
sewer, and the necessity for the piling as 
planned by the specifications upon which the 
contractor bid, and in which he agreed to do 
the work, was for no other reason than to 
have a proper sewer laid upon First street, 
which has not been done. This, to my mind, 
is criminal negligence on the part of the 
parties supervising the work, and I believe 
that the contractor is also liable; if it can 
be proved that there is a conspiracy by which 
the large amount of piling was not driven 
according to the plans, I should judge that 
the court should be called upon to take action 
at once, and if your body does not deem it 
necessary to call the attention of the court to 
this violation, as in this instance (as I have 
stated it appears to me to be a criminal vio- 
lation) I shall call the attention of the citi- 
zens of the City of Hoboken to the fact that 
they should take it upon themselves and pro- 
ceed either criminally or civilly for the pun- 
ishment of all parties concerned.

Dear Sir—Your letter of the nineteenth 
received. I presume your situation is the 
same as that which confronts Jersey City, 
that owing to the proceedings which have 


been taken by the ‘railroads on taxes. on 


second-class property which are paid into 
the State Treasury are being held by the 
Comptroller until litigation is settled. I 


have been over the whole matter with the 
Comptroller in the last few days, and with 
the Attorney-General, and they seem to 
think that, as much as they regret it, there 
is no remedy for the situation that can pro- 
tect the Comptroller except it be an un- 
equivocal release from the railroads to him 
against any claim of any kind for the re- 
turn of any part of the money which they 
have paid into the State. This they have 
not given, but have given certain conditional 
consents, or consents with certain limita- 
tions, which the Comptroller and the At- 
torney-General do not feel are satisfactory. 

Personally, I greatly regre the situation, 
and it seems unfortunate that this action of 
the railroads should hold up this fund. 

The Legislature, however, will be here 
within a few days and it may be possible 
they can enact some law to meet the situ- 
ation and protect the Comptroller and at the 
same time permit him to turn this money 
into the city treasuries, where it rightfully 


belongs.
